Their sons and husbands 
are in Viet Nam because as a nation, we are dedicated to the docu¬ 
ment which the Fourth of July commemorates. 

That document is our Declaration of Independence from Great 
Britain, adopted by the Continental Congress on July 4. 1776. It 
signifies the birth of a nation and a degree of individual freedom 
that exists nowhere else on earth. So long as the Declaration of 
Independence endures in the minds and hearts of American citizens, 
freedom will endure. So, with due humility and reverence, enjoy 
yourself on this Fourth of July, in the year 1966. 


Independence Day 1966 


One hundred and ninety years ago; the Liberty bell rang out to 
proclaim the Declaration of Independence to the American colonists, 
marking an entirely new concept in the development of human 
progress. 

The immortal words of Thomas Jefferson asserted that “all men 
are created equal” and “that they are endowed by their Creator with 
certain inalienable rights.. .life, liberty and the pursuit of happi¬ 
ness.” 

Just what does Independence Day mean to us today? Is it just 
another day off.. .a long weekend. . .a parade or fireworks display? 

The celebrating of Independence Day can be more deadly than 
the war it commemorates. For example, from 1900 to 1930 more 
Americans were killed (4.290) and more maimed (96.000) by fire¬ 
works than were killed in the eight-year Revolutionary War in 
which we lost 4,044 killed and 6,18S seriously wounded. 

Public display accidents now account for one-third of all major 
injuries from fireworks. Accidents on the highways continue to take 
their ever-increasing deathly toll, but the fatality rate in relation to 
the highway mileage is decreasing. 

Let us take a minute to pause and reflect on the-basic precepts 
which are as true today as they were that memorable day in Phila¬ 
delphia. Make this a safe and sane holiday, so we may live to enjoy 
the guarantees of freedom, and retain them in our minds, hearts

One Million Acres 

Pennsylvania's Game Commis¬ 
sion owns more hunting land than 
there is acreage in the entire 
state of Rhode Island. The com¬ 
mission owns one million acres. 

Governor Scranton said recent-* 
ly: “In an effort without parallel, 
a hunting public through a state 
agency has bought and paid for a 
million acres of prime hunting 
land with hunting license money 
alone." 

“All this land (paid for exclu¬ 
sively by hunters) is dedicated to 
hunting -by the/ public/’ reports 
Gen. Nicholas Biddle, who has 
participated in this program as a 
Game Commission member since 
1930. 

Hunters use the land for two 
or three months a year, but pic¬ 
nickers, hikers and' nature enthu¬ 
siasts use it free all year. 

It took 45 years- and $5.6 mil¬ 
lion before the millionth acre was 
finally acquired in 1965. 

The Game Commission points 
with pride to the fact that no 
public tax money was used. All 
this money came from Sportsmen.

This is slightly one sided since 
•the hikers, picnickers, and other 
nature lovers failed to pay a cent 
towards the purchases of land, 

but do just the areas more days 
of the year than the sportsmen. 
At least the Legislature of Mass¬ 
achusetts is donating 25 cents on 
the dollar from the general fund 
towards assisting the sportsmen 
in ‘purchasing land for recrea¬ 
tional use.-The bill filed was to 
be a matching amount from the 
General Fund of the State. This 
is w r hat it should be. Every citi¬ 
zen should bear the burden of 
providing a place for boating, 
fishing, hunting, picnicking, and 
etc., not just one segment of the 
populace. 

The effects of this land pro¬ 
gram and other commission activ¬ 
ities have stimulated a vast in¬ 
terest in hunting throughout the 
state of Penn. In 1965, more than 
900,000 licenses were sought-by 
hunters, bringing almost $6 mil¬ 
lion to the commission. 


Bear Season Open 

Bear hunters are reminded that 
the law requires that all bears 
shot or trapped within the State 
of Maine must be reported to the 
Commissioner of Inland Fisher¬ 
ies and Game within seven days. 

Postage free cards for report¬ 
ing bear kills are available from 
any game warden. In the absence 
o.f a reporting card, a note to the 
Maine Fish and Game Dept., 
Augusta, -will suffice. - 

The report should contain the 
hunter's name, address, township 
in which the bear w r as taken, date 
the bear was taken, sex and ap¬ 
proximate weight and age of the | 
bear, and the hunter's hunting or 
trapping license number.

Q. I will be 65 in a few months, 
but I plan to continue working. 
Should I apply for medicare now 
or wait until I stop working? 

A. You should apply now. Re¬ 
tirement is not a qualification for 
medicare. Nearly everyone 65 or 
older is eligible for medicare. 

Q. I will be 65 in three months. 
1 am working now, hut will re¬ 
tire in the month I reach 65. 
Should I apply for medicare now 
or wait until I retire? 

A. You should file now. Medi¬ 
care is divided into two parts— 
hospital insurance and medical in¬ 
surance. If you file now, or in 
any of the 3 months prior to the 
month you reach 65, both parts 
of medicare will start with the 
month of your 65th birthday. If 
you file for medicare in the month 
you are 65, or any of the follow¬ 
ing three months, your medical 
insurance will not begin imme¬ 
diately, although you will have 
hospital insurance protection 
from the month you become 65. 

Q. I am 67 and my wife 65. I 
am still working full time and 
earning about $3,000 a year. Can 
I get social security benefits? 

A. You may be able to get some 
social security benefits now, since 
the amount of money you can j 
earn and still receive some bene¬ 
fits has been increased. So you 
should apply now. And don’t for¬ 
get medicare, which both you and 
your wife are eligible for, even 
if you’re working full-time. 

Q. I applied for social security 
benefits in 1963 when I was 65. 

I never received any checks be¬ 
cause I continued to work and 
earned over $10,000 a year. Will 
I get credit for these additional 
earnings when I finally do retire? 

A. Beginning with 1966, if you 
work after you apply for social 
security and your additional earn¬ 
ings will result in a higher bene¬ 
fit, your potential benefit will be 
automatically refigured after the 
end of each year. When you re¬ 
tire, your benefit amount will be 
higher .because of your higher 
because of your higher earnings.
